Proximity Detector 

During the war we developed llio 
proximity fuse, the c.s.scntial part 
of an anti-aircraft shell which con- 
tained a little radio transmitter 
and receiver. When the shell came 
within a ccriîii.i dUtance of its 
target, waves from the transmitter 
were reflected and detected by the 
receiver, whereupon the shell ex- 

glodcd. According to W. C. While, 
cneral Electric electronics en- 
gineer, the same principle can be 
applied to detect motion. In fact, 
he installed a device in a corridor 
to regulate pedestrian traffic. As 
a result of recent vacuum-tube de- 
velopments it now is possible to 
generate frequencies so much high- 
er than those used in the proximity 
fuse that the principle can be ap- 
plied to objects moving as slowly 
as one mile an hour.

Varsity Group 
Asks to Stop 
Arms to China 



(By Canadian University Press.) 

Students at the University of 
Toronto, In an effort to co-ordin- 
ate student protest against the 
Canadian Government policy to- 
ward China, have formed the 
Stiident Committee for a Demo- 
cratic Chinese Policy on the cam- 
pur. 

The committee includes nine 
members, one a Chinese theology 
student who wos born in China, 
and another who spent the first 
eighteen years of his life there. 

"We feel," said the chairman, 
"that there is a necessity for the 
co-ordinated student action if any- 
thing is to be accomplished in the 
line of education or protest against 
Rovernment policy in regard to 
sending arms to China. To accom- 
plish any constructive purpose in 
China, we> have to stop the war 
and help rebuild the country by 
sending needed supplies such as 
medicine and food— not military 
supplies. These should be distri- 
buted equally to both sides." 

'Another member of the commit- 
tee pointed out that all students 
should be made aware of the grave 
injury we are doing to the Chinese 
people in 'supporting the Chiang 
rcRimc. He saia that U.N.R.R.A. 
officials, -who had recently return- 
ed from China, condemned the Kai 
Sheck Rovcrnmont and its policies.

One of the more recent honors to extra-curricular 
be conferred nn a McGill clansman 
is the William Lowell Putnam 
prize in mathematics, which has 
been awarded lo a fourth year 
honors Science student, Harry 
Gonshor. In earning this gucrdor^

the first scholar from McGill lo 
rank in the competition. A former 
student, however, attained honor- 
able mention in a preceding con- 
test. 

Harry Gonshor is a native Mont- 
realcr, having been born and bred 
in this metropolis.

Less than thirty-five members, 
including the executive, attended 
the third general meeting of the 
McGill Student Veterans' Society, 
which was called for SlIS p.m. on 
Friday last in the ballroom of the 
Union. Since this figure is well 
under the twènty per cent quorum 
required by the constitution! the 
discussion which had been planned 
concerning' the proposed introduc- 
tion of spring elections and the 
future, of the Society generally 
could not' take place. 

After observing a minute's silence 
in remembrance of the latè Bob 
Muskatovl prominent Dawson vet- 
eran who died on 'January 7th, the 
meeting continued with the read- 
ing of brief reports by the treas- 
urer and< the director of housing. 

Following these reports, Ihe 
president ran briefly over the ae-. 
tivlties of the Society since the last 
general meeting in December, par- 
ticularly in connection with' attend- 
ance at the niird National Confer- 
ence of Student Veterans held at 
Tbronto in December. In reply to 
a question concerning the discus- 
sion of employment facilities; which 
had taken place, the president 
stated that this (utiject had been 
given quite . a lot of ' time ' by the 
Conference, and that he personally 
had formed the opinion that McGill 
appeared to be especially well off 
in this regard, having its own ac- 
tive, "McGill Placement Service," 
sponsored Jointly by the Graduates' 
Society and the University; besides 
having many outside contacts, he

supporting this regime." he «lated.constantly in touch with the De- 



sartment of Labour at Ottawa to 
make the best use of all available 
opportunities. 

The president also mentioned the 
visit seven days before of a five- 
man 'delegation of the National 
Council to the Hon. M. F. Gregg, 
newly appointed Minister for Vet- 
erans' Affairs. It was stated in 
answer to a question that statistics 
compiled from the Vets question- 
naire recently circulated had been 
furnished to Ottawa and would also 
be published at an early date for 
general information. . . ' 

Although lack.ot a' quorum pre- 
cluded an official resolution to that 
effect, it was agreed that the pos- 
sibility would.be explored of hold- 
ind another Vets' "Do" in the near 
future with the special' object of 
raising funds for the International 
Student Service campaign.' Fol- 
lowing a suggestion from the floor 
that Vets make greater efforts to act 
as blood donors during 1948, it was 
agreed to appoint representatives 
in each group, of faculties to give 
out further information about this 
activity, whose' names will shortly 
be annotmced." 

After the meeting, the executive 
expressed disappointment at the 
small turnout, following as it did 
upon the heels of another Vets' 
meeting at which less than half the 
required quorum had assembled. 
The apparent abandonment of in- 
terest in their Society by the great 
majority of the student 'Veteran 
body could not but exert a consider- 
able influcMCp on plans for the

Psychiatric Departments 
General Hospitals' Needs 

In the last issue n( the "Cana- 
dian Hospital Journal" it was 
pointed out that Canadian hospitals 
would greatly benefit by » the 
establishment of psychiatric de- 
partments. The author of this 
article was Dr. Ewen .Cameron, 

director of the Allen Memorial In- 
stitute of Psychiatry and professor 
of psychiatry at McGill. 

Provide Treatment 

The task that lies ahead is to 
provide adequate treatment ■ for 
mental cases and in particular those 
which in early stages. 

Dr. Cameron believes. "Psychiatry 
In Canada is lopsided. If you have 
a major breakdown, you can enter 
one of the provincial mental hos- 
pitals and receive treatment which 
is at least eriual to that obtainable 
in similar ho.^pitals in anv ntlier 
country. But if you are suffering 
from. one of the far more numerous 
psychncurotic or psychosomatic ill- 
nesses or if you are in the early 
stages of a major psychiatric 
breakdown and are unwilling to 
face voluntary admission -or com- 
mitment to a provincial hospital, 
your opportunities for modern 
treatment are seriously limited. 

Institutions Overtaxed 

"Both existing institutions and 
q^iallfied psychiatrists in Canada 
are seriously overtaxed. Hence by 
far the greater number of Canadian 
citizens suffering from psychon- 
euroses . . . are either receiving no 
treatment at all or are getting non- 
psychiatric treatment." tir. Came- 
ron further pointed out that llic 
establishment of psychiatric depart- 
ments in general hospitals would be 
useful in training nurses and social 
workers and that its association 
with a medical school would per- 
form fs.'îfntial services for medical 
students at both the undergraduate 
and postgraduate levels.

Fimny hnw in our world, .-iolid 
financial backing docs more for an 
artist . than his talent, because 
money nicans advertising. Stan 
ICcnton, for instance, is known to 
every American as the Dromolcr 
of "progressive jazz". ^VJlat is 
meant by progressive jazz? No- 
body knows. Furthermore Mr. Ken- 
ton's advertisers would be much 
more accurate if Ihcy labeled his 
music "degenerate noise-making". 

Some Kenton fans might, maln- 
talii that this progressive jazz is 
of the 'same véin as Duke Elling- 
ton's music. Frankly, these ocrsons 
don't understand anything about 
music in general, and Jazz in par- 
ticular. Indeed, Stan Kenton at- 
tempts to use his brass and his 
saxes in the way the Duke does, 
but he is only a pale imitator and 
only succeeds in making a terrific 
racket on a not too steady beat. 

On the other hand, the great col- 
oured blues singer Bessie Smith 
is totally unknown to most Ameri- 
cans. Only very recently, ten years 
after her accidental death, has. she 
been honoured with an In Me- 
moriam concert at Town Hall in 
New York City. And yet. Bessie 
Smith, known in Jazz circles as 
"The Empress of the Blues", is one 
nf the greatest Jazz personalities of 
all times. 

The great variety of her interpre- 
latlons keeps one from accusing her 
of being stereotyped. "Sometimes 
lier tong is full of a weighty and 
crii.shing fadnc^s, sometimes it i.s 
calm, sometimes tender and Implor- 
ing. . . ." (Panassic). Althnugh an 
cndlcs.s nostalgia miiy bo felt in her 
song?, Bessie Smith succeeds in in- 
jocling. every now and then, a joy- 
ous note into her singng. The im- 
posing volume of lier voice in crcs- 
cendos, tlic !;upplcncs5 willi wllich 
t rises and f;ills, and at times al- 
most .teems to bur.st out, as well as 
the feelings she puts into her sing- 
ng arc a true wonder to anybody 
with an even remotely artistic tem- 
perament, * 

But I seem to forget that on the 
scale of human values all this does 
not have much weight when com- 
pared to -a large bank account Let 
me deplore this state of things and 
liopc that you. enjoy thoroughly 
Mr. Kenton's brass and saxes (IS al- 
together), while I'll be at home 
istcning to scratched records of 
Bessie Smith.

Saturday night, while Les Com- 
pagnons, already holders of the 
Bessborough IVophy, were per- 
forming "Fantaisie" at Gesu Hall, 
they were awarded the Martha 
Allen Trophy by the judges of the 
Western Quebec Drama Festival 

They deserve It In "Fantaisie" 
they are at their performing best— 
their mastery ot mimic prompts us 
to highly reconunend the spectacle 
to our readers, regardless of thehr 
relative ability or Inabilitgr to'Sias^ 
ter QMken French. 

In thé sketeh "Lsl Goutte de Miel" 
the performers offer pantomime 
that is Pantomime. Anyone in pos' 
session of a vocabulary exceeding 
200 words of French can'fully seize 
Leon Chancerel's dramatic mes- 
sage. The tiny drop of honey attracts 
a fly. The grocer's cat, coming out 
of hiding to catoh it, is killed by the 
client's dog. From here on the 
crescendo of violent revenge and 
fncrcaslng brutality proceeds to the 
ultimate . . . but that would be tell- 
ing. It would be unfair to deprive 
you of the satisfaction you will get 
from witnessing this scene, which 
drew thtmderotis and iirolonged 
applause. 

Not all five disconnected "table- 
aux" are thought-provoking, how- 
ever. "Le Plaisant Verdict," also by 
Chanccrel, Is a delightful satUrc on 
men of the law and court pro- 
cedure, in which again tills impec' 
cable mimicking of eveiy actor on 
the stage holds the audience (in 
fits o( hysteria this time). The 
Judge and the lawyer, particularly, 
deserve an honourable mention. 
Tlie lawyer is to be congratulated 
for his superb handling of a role 
which forces him (due to the high 
cost of living in the seventeenth 
century) to plead alternately in 
favor of, and against, both plain- 
tiff (a love-sick farmer) and the 



defendant (an attractive wench 
who has accepted too many pre- 
sents in exchange for promises she 
actually never intended to keep). 
The lawyer's acting and the Judge's 
are very unforgettable. 

Just one degree below tho high 
standard of "Fantaisie" as a whole 
is Jacques Tournier's "C'était l'his- 
toire." The plot itself is loo fan- 
tastic to allow even Les Compag- 
nons lo catch the audience's un- 
divided- attention. It is remarkable 
that thU scene, the first in chrono- 
logical order, should have drawn 
the frantic applause of those very 
individuals who were to display in 
public their incurable stupidity by 
laughing, too loud, too long and 
too often, at Jofroi. leading char- 
acter of the play of the same name, 
derived from a novel by Jean 
Giono. 

"Jofroi" is much more Freudian 
than his counterparts in the other 
"tableaux." He has been forced to 
sell his orchard to a peasant who 
wants to cut down the trees which 
Jofroi has mothered for decades, 
and to which he is ollached with 
all the stubbornness peasants are 
capable of in their affections, M. 
Fonsc, the buyer, fears for his life 
when Jofroi, angered at seeing the 
crimlnar attempt against his be 
loved peach-trees, chases him out of 
his orchard at the point of a gun 

Jofroi's old friends finally con- 
vince him that Fonse has his 
owner's rights, and dispossessed 
Jofroi, stating fatalistically that he 
knows what there is left for him to 
do, engages upon a series of comico' 
tragic siiieldal attempts that become 
the main collective concern of 
every villager In the play— and of 
everyone seeing it. 

The abrupt "denouement" Is a 
masterpiece. The way in which it 
is rendered is well worthy of /jiono

Canada— and particularly Québec— has not 

ycl developed adequate mechanism to safeguard 
the public health. Part of this, no doubt, is due 
to a certain amount of apathy on the part of 
government and other leaders. Another serious 
problem is the lack of adequate trained per- 
sonnel, such as doctors and nurses, in the public 
health field. 

The latter aspect of the problem is an 
understandable one; doctors and nurses choose 

other ninrc icinuiicrativc fields; public health, in 
its pieseni state, provides an unattractive goal. 

As part of a constructive public health pro- 
gram, ilic various provincial governments may 
well consider devoting more attention and funds 
to the field- an action wliicli will inevitably 

attract more trained personnel. 

• • • 

During the past few years, leading univers- 
ities in the country have extended their curricula 
to include an increasingly more intensive train- 
ing on public health; the colleges— and of these, 
McGill is a fine example — have already begun 
to train men in the importance and the necessity 
of the field. 

This activity, however, will not serve to im- 
prove the stale of public health in Canada 
appreciably until the various provinces provide 
sufficient attraction to the trained person to 
enter the field. A enmprehensivc plan, under the 
diicttion of the Federal government, perhaps, is 
yet to be achieved.' 
i^^QiiJ^ens in general, and students in particular 
-may well consider the problem during the next 
: week, and indeed, for some time to come.

FRENCH SOPRANO AT PLATEAU HALL 



Although Friday evening was the coldest of the 
year, Hontrealers filled the Plateau Hall to near 
capacity to hear the,North American debut of Nelly 
MathoL Hie coloratura loprano of the Paris Opera 
obliged with an exhibition of vocal technique that 
more than compensated for the sub-zero trip to the 
recital. 

Her voice having flexibility and wide range, Mme 
Mathot has perfect control In both the higher and 
lower registers, at times teeming to be siiiglhg con- 
tralto. 

Tbt principal part of the program coniistod of 
the well-known coloratura showpieces in which Mme 
Mathot ably handled the spectacular trills and 
staccato passages. These included portrayals of "The 
Queen of the Night" from Mozart's "Magic Flute", of 



Rosina from Rosalni'a "Barber of Seville", and of 
Lucia from Donizettis opera! She alto rendered Cam- 
pra's "Le Papillon", Mozart's "L'amero", and varia- 
tions of Benedict on "Carnival of Venice", Herve 
Baillargcon enhanced many of these by bis accom- 
paniment on the flute. 

Mme. Mathot exhibited the tenderer, If lets 
spectacular, qualities of her voice in her other sc- 
lectioni. These were Leila's aria from Bizet's "Pé- 
cheurs de Perles", French trantlations of songs of 
Brahms and LIstz, and three iongs by Faure. ' 

As encores the Parisian coloratura obliged with 
two arias from Dcllbes' "Lakme", and a dramatic 
rendition of "Salut a la France" from "The Daugh- 
ter of the Regiment". Jean Beaudct was an ex- 
cellent accompanist. N, C.

This 
1.5 the story of the sheep farmcni 
llvinc In the border hills of Scot- 
land. Quick to angrr and equally 
quick to forgive, roughly dress- 
ed and mannered, these men, 
vernacular in tpeetoh. live very 
closely to nature.

Edmund Gwenn at Adam gives 
one of the most powerful per- 
formances that I have teen.

The stranse combination that Is 
often found In men, drunken in- 
tolerance, ascetlsm, industry, 
lonelineat and, yet, a deep sym- 
pathy for humanity within this 
teeming incongruity, and a de- 
sire not unlike that of the child 
to be loved, are all found in this 
man. Iliunan nature is a profound 
thing, but for the most part the 



play^vright or the author treat 
it aa If a few general princlpics 
are applicable to all of us. This 
may be true of some of us (al- 
though I have h'ad no experience 
of It) but it it certainly not true 
of Adam. 

The shepherd's Ao% is surh an 
Indispensable part of his prufes- 
aion that the dog becomes to him 
more than a mere animal. Indeed, 
thJI dog Is as iroportant'to him as 
Is his animal. Oncof the unwrit- 
ten laws of tiie sheep herd is that 
a do;, which is 'a sheep-killer, 
must die. Adam's do|; proves to 
be a sheep-killer. The scene in 
which he aoliloquizea with Red 
Weil, before leading him out to 
be shot, is in its own way ° as 
movinr as the famous Hamlet 
soliloquy. 

I have never before seen a 
sheep trial in which a ilieep doE, 
by the directions of his master, 
locates a flock of sheep and.drives' 
them over a prescribed course of 
obstacles Into a pen. This trial, 
the Krcatest for a do«r. is as exclt- 
inc to watch as the battle of Acin- 
court depicted in Henry V.

chosen for the leading role. The 
other hero is acted by newcomer 
Richard Hart who physically re- 
sembles, Laurence Olivier and 
makes a pathetic attempt to imi- 
tate him. Van Hcflin completely 
overshadows Hart, although he 
does not get Turner, and Donna 
Reed displays excccllcnt acting 
abilities in a rather difficult role. 
The best performances are given 
by Frank Morgan (whose role is 
not funny, for once), Edmund 
Gwenn, Dame May Whitty and 
others. 

The photogr.iphy is excellent 
on the whole and the most worlh- 
wliilc sliots arc'thosc of an earth- 
quake and of a tidci wave in 
New Zealand (?).,. or maybe 
it was in Califurnla. For once, 
the sets and the costumes are 
rather good and not too modcrn- 
iikc. 

The only truly dramatic part 
of this dcceivinc show is a docu- 
mentary on E'.iropcan children 
produced in, Ottawa by the 
National Film Board. The use 
of an unusual combination of 
sketches and actual photographs 
makes this shrrt the best one 
seen in a long while.

Funny how in our world, solid 
financial backing docs more for an 
artist .than his talcnU bccausq 
money nicans advertising. Stan 
Kenton, for Instance, Is known to 
every American a.s the promoter 
of "proRrcssive jazz". 'What is 
meant by progressive jazz? No- 
body knows. Furthermore Mr. Ken- 
Ion's advertisers' would be much 
more accurate if they labeled his 
mu.sic "degenerate noise-making". 

Some Kenton fans might, main- 
tain that this progressive Jazz is 
of the same vein as Duke Elling- 
ton's music. Frankly, these persons 
don't understand' anything about 
music in general, and Jazz in par- 
ticular. Indeed, Stan Kenton at- 
tempts to use his brass and his 
saxes in the way the Duke docs, 
but he is only a -pale imitator and 
only succeeds in makine a terrific 
racket on a not too steady beat. 

On the other hand, the great col 
ourcd blues singer Bessie Smith 
is totally unknown to most Amcri 
cans. Only very recently, ten years 
after her accidental death, has- she 
been honoured with an In Mc 
moriam concert at Town Hall in 
New York City. And yet. Bessie 
Smith, known in Jazz circles as 
"The Empress of the Blues", is one 
of the greatest Jazz personalities of 
nil times. 

The great variety of her Intcrprc 
tationt kcepa one from accusing her 
of being stereotyped. "Somctinics 
her song is full of a weighty and 
crushing fadno.<^s, sometimes it i.s 
calm, sometimes lender and implor- 
ing. . , ." (P.nn.issic). Although .nn 
endless nostalgia mny be felt in her 
.•iongF, Bcs.'iic Smith succeeds in in- 
jecting, every now and thon, a Joy- 
ou."! note into her .'ingng. The Im- 
posing volume of lier voice in cres- 
cendn:;. the .suppleness with wllich 
:t rises and fnlls, and at times al- 
most seems to biir.st out, n.s well as 
the feelings she puts into her sing- 
ing arc a true wonder to anybody 
with nn even remotely artittie tem- 
pérament. 

But I seem io' forget that on the 
scale of human values ail this docs 
not have much weight when com- 
pared to -a large bank account. Let 
me deplore this state of things and 
hope that you. enjoy thoroughly 
Mr. Kenton's brass and saxes (IS al- 
ngcther), while I'll be at home 
istcnlng to scratched records of 
Bessie SnUth.

Saturday night, while Les Com- 
pagnons, already holders of the 
Bessborough Ttophy, were per- 
forming "Fantaisie" at Gesu Hall, 
they were awarded the Martha 
Allen Trophy by the judges of the 
Western Quebec Drama FcstivaL 

They deserve it In "Fantaisie" 
they are at their performing best— 
their mastery of miniic prompts us 
to highly recommend the spectacle 
to our readers, regardless of their 
relative abHity or inablUlgr to'mas- 
tcr spoken French. 

In the sketch "La Goutte de Miel" 
the performers offer i>antomIme 
that Is Pantomime. Anyone In pos- 
session of: a vocabulary exceeding 
200 words of French can'f ully seize 
Leon Chancercl's dramatic mes- 
sage. The tiny drop of honey attracts 
a fly. The grocer's cat, coming out 
of hiding to catch it, is killed by the 
client's dog. From here on the 
crescendo of violent revenge and 
fncreasing brutality proceeds to the 
ultimate . . . but that would b>c tell- 
ing. It would be unfair to deprive 
you of the satisfaction you will get 
from witnessing this scene, which 
drew thtmderoiis and innlonged 
applause. 

Not all five disconnected "table 
aux" are thought-provoking, how 
ever. "Le Plaisant Verdict," also by 
Chancercl, Is a delightful sathre on 
men of the law and court pro- 
cedure, in which again the imi>ec- 
cable mhnlcking of every actor on 
the stage holds the audience (in 
fits ot hysteria this time). The 
Judge and the lawyer, particularly, 
deserve an honourable mention 
The lawyer is to be congratulated 
for his superb handling of n role 
which forces him (due to the high 
cost of living in the seventeenth 
century) to plead alternately in 
favor of, and against, both plain 
tiff (a love-side farmer) and the 



defendant (an allr.iclivc wench 
who has accepted too many pre- 
sents in exchange for promises she 
actually never intended to keep). 
The lawyer's acting and the judge's 
arc very unforgettable. 

Just one degree below the high 
standard of "Fantaisie" as a whole 
is Jacques Tournier's "C'était l'his- 
toire." The plot itself is too fan- 
tastic to allow even Les Compag- 
nons to catch the audience's un- 
divided- attention, "it is remarkable 
that this scene, the first in chrono- 
logical order, should have drawn 
the frantic applause of those very 
Individuals who were to display in 
public their incurable stupidity by 
laughing, too loud, too long and 
too often, at Jotroi, leading char- 
acter of the play of the same name, 
derived from a novel by Jean 
Giono. 

"Jofroi" is much more Freudian 
than his counterparts in the other 
"tableaux." He has been forced to 
sell his orchard to a peasant who 
wants to cut down the trees which 
Jofroi has mothered for decades 
and to which he is attached with 
all the stubbornness peasants are 
capable of in their affections. M 
Fonse, the buyer, fears for his life 
when Jofroi, angered at seeing the 
criminal attempt against his be- 
loved peach-trees, chases him out of 
his orchard at the point of a gun. 

Jofroi's old friends finally con 
vince him that Fonse has his 
owner's rights, and dispossessed 
Jofroi, stating fatalistically that he 
knows what there is left for him to 
do, engages upon a series of comico 
tragic suicidal attempts that become 
the main collective concern of 
every villager in the play— and of 
everyone seeing it. 

The abrupt "denouement" is a 
masterpiece. The way in which it 
is rendered is well worthy of i^iono
